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setup of the library--- and by this is meant the smallness of the present staff 
and the smallness and antiquity of the present building--- does not permit offer- 
ing in our replies on certain subjects and to certain requests other than meager 
and sketchy information, Indeed, it seems often, that in the future the library 
itself should take over the role of the so-called “research bureaus" which now oce 
cupy a good deal of our space in reading rooms, At least, the library might ex- 
pect to exert a controlling and supervisory power over any information service 
which obtains its data here, and which announce this library as the source of the 
information. 

What kind of information can be expected at present from our own information 
service? We try to supply data on any question that has been discussed in the lite 
erature of our field, and which has been printed. But we do not wish to be the an- 
onymous authors of someone's personal book and paper. We received recently, for in=- 
stance, a letter from the editor of a medical journal asking for the exact statis- 
tical figures on the medical publishing activities in the United States during the 
last 150 years, Such statistics have never been compiled before, and in order to 
give a satisfactory answer, our staff would have to spend several weeks in search 
ing for the necessary data. It is obvious that such a search is the personal task 
of the inquirer, and not the duty of a library. 

This is the extreme type of inquiry and one which a public library should not ne 
expected to answer in full. Possibly in our future new building, with more space 
for a library staff, it would be possible to establish a central scientific infor- 
mation service with employees devoting much of their time to such research, under 
a central direction. Then there would be few mental needs, however complex, which 
would not be satisfied in the Army Medical Library.
